For the Marqueſſe of Worceſters 
learning, he that knew him wel, 
knew him to be more then ordinari-

a man who was no profef/ed Scholtar, 
anda noble-man; befides, you muſt 
imagine, this to bea buſineſſ= of Poe 
deliberation (on his part) and that

Pap 1 is not tobe imagined O- 
27 therwiſe , but that every 
>; man , Who pretends un- 
VE to Religion , makes the: 
ſame” Religion which he 
_ ” EY profeſſeth, either his Jacobs 
Lai or his hery Chariot, ro aſcend. 
to heaven. Neither is it te be ſuppoted, | 
but that the ſame man (if he thought any 
other Religion better then his own; or 
B his 
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his own not the o; way to heaven ) 
would forſake that Religion which he had 
formerly imbraced, and matriculate him- 
ſelf a member of that Church, whoſe pu- 
ret hands were likelieſt to give him the 
trueſt bleſſing : Wherefore burning zeal is 
not to be blamed (though the fire be mi- 
ſplac'd; if it operate according to its own 
nature, which is to congregate. homoge- 
neall beings, and make them love to fit 
by the ſame fire. 

Thus affe&ed was that Noble, and in- 
deed ( in his way ) heavenly diſpoſed . 
Henry late Marqueffe of IWorceſter : to play 
the greateſt prize that ever was played be- 
tween any two, that ever centred within 
thoſe liſts. Three Diadems were to en- 
counter with the Tripple Crowne ; and 
the Tripple Crown with three Scepters ; 
opportunity that Iucky gamfter,that hard- 
ly loſes a game in twenty , was on the 
Marqueſſes fide , time and place direQted 
him, how to take points in his own Ta- 
bles; the King at that time being in the 
Marqueſs own houſe at Ragland,and neceſ- 
firated to borrow money to buy bread, 
after ſo great a loſſe at Nazeby : the King 
being thus put to play the after game,with 
the old Marquefie, was a little miſtraſiful, 
= | that

that he had not plaid the fore game with 
him fo well, as that he had not thereby 
prejudic'd the latter :for though the Mar-- 
queſle and his ſon, were the two able, 
and moſt forward'it ſhoulderers up of the 
ms y the chip of the 
o]d block, whoſe diſpoſition expreſſed it 
felf moitNoble ja not caringwho hadloy'd 
the King, ſo that he mighr be but permit- 
ted to love Alexander ; whom he.affe&ed, 
not only with the loyall reſpeC&s of a ſub- 
je& towards his Soveraigne , but allo, 
with ſuch paſſionate wayes of expreſſions, 
and laboriouſnefle in all good offices, as 
are wont to be predominant in thoſe, in 
whom ſfimpathy is the the only gronnd of 
their affections : yet there were not wan- 
ting ſome kind of men, who made the a» 
verſneſſe of this Noble-mans Religion, an 
occaſion of improving their own envies : 
which though ic could never loſe him the 
leaſt ground in his Maſters good opinion 
of him (who never would jadge no more 
a Saint by his face, then a Devil by his 
fect, but both according to their ſeverall 
ingagements) yet there were ſome things 
which happened, as having relation to 
this family, which were not altogether 
plealing 3 however, though His Majeſty

came thither, uſher'd by neceſſity, yet he 
came neither unwelcomed,nor uninvited 
and entertained as if he had been more 
King, by reaſon of ſome late atchive- 
ments, rather then otherwife : and though 
money came from him like drops of 
bloud, yet he was contented that every 
drop within his body fhould be let our at 
His command, ſo that he might performe 
ſo meritorious a piece of worke, as (Che 
thought) the being an inſtrument of 
bringing the Father of of his Country, to 
be the Son of his Church) would be un- 
to his ſouls health. The Marqueſſe ha- 
ving theſe reſulutions within himſelfe , 
thought to give them breath at the fame 
time, that His Majeſtie ſhould make his 
DIotion for a further- ſupply of money, 
which he daily and hourly expected, bur 
was deceived in his expeQations ; for the 
relation already having reach'd the Kings 
ear, how an accident had made me no leſs 
fortunate to his Lordſhip, then in being 
the meanes of preſerving his Lordſhips 
perſon,and no inconfiderable fortune then 
in the ſame venture with him, and how 
that I preſerved both the one and the 0- 
ther in concealing both: for the ſpace

of her circuit (the particulars hereof, here 
to inſert, would tend rather to much ar- 
rogance , then any purpoſe, wherefore [ 
furcher torbear) untill ſuch time as the 
traſt that providence had repoſed in me;

{uccefſe, as brought the Marqueſfſe ſafe to 
his own houſe in peace ; which I had no 
ſooner brought to paſſe, hut the Marqueſs 
drew from me a {olemn ingagement,never 
co leave him ſo long as we both ſhonld live, 
which I was ſo carefull for to obſerve,that 
I neither left him in life, nor death, faire 
weather, nor foule, untill ſach time as he 
led me, arid TI laid him, under the ground 
in Tindſor-Caſtle, in the Sepulcher of his

And it was a ſtrange thing, thar during 
the time that T was thus a bond-ſervant to 
his Lordſhip, which was for the ſpace of 
12 moneths thrice told; the difference in 
Religion never wrought the leaſt ditfe- 
rence in his diſpoſals-'of truſts of the 
higheſt nature upon meg but his ſpeeches 
often {hewed his heart.&Ris often leading 
me his ear, that they wgre both as much 
mine, as any mans, of which (it ſeemes) 
His Majeſty being informed. I muſt be the 
beetle-head, that muſt drive this -wedge

int6 the Royall ſtock ; and wasalſo told, 
that no man could make a divorce be- 
tween. the Babilonilh garment, and the 
wedge of gold, ſooner then my ſelf : to 
be brief, I was ingaged in the bufineſle ; 
I could neither deny the imployment, nor 
well tell how to go about it, 1 not know- 
ing the Marqueſlcs drift all this while, 
thought the Marqueſſe had feared nothin 
more, then what i my felf was moſt afraid 
of, viz. That ] ſhould be made an inſtru- 
ment, to let the farne horſe bleed, whom 
the King Himſelf had found o free, that 
he was unwilling to give him the leaſt 
touch with his ſpur : howſoever I went a- 
bout-jt, and thus began to tell his Lord- 
ſhip; My Lord: the thing that 1 feared, 
is now fallen upon me; I am made the 
unwelcome meftenger of bad newes, the 
King wants money : at which word, the 
Marquefle interrupted me, ſaying, bold Sir, 
that's ng,news ©. go. en with your buſineſſe : my 
Lord: (ſaid T )..rnere is one comfort yer, 
that-as. the King js brought low, ſo are 


his demands; and like His Army, are come 


down, from'thouſands to hundreds ; and 
from paying the Souldiers of His Ar- 


..--* my; $0-:buying bread for Himſelf and His 


followers: My Lord, it is the Kings owne 
K7* <+ 5 bac EX - 
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expreſlion, and His delire is but three han» 
' dred pound: whereupon my Lord made 
a long pauſe, before he gave me one word 

of an{wer ( I knowing by experience,that 

in ſuch caſes it was beſt leaving him to 
himſelf, and to lec that nature that wag 
ſo good, worke it ſelf into an a& of the 
higheſt charity, like the Diamond which 
is only polliſhed with its own dyſt) At 
laſt he called me nearer to him, and asked(. 
me, if the King Himſelf bad poken unto me can- 
cerning, any ſuch buſineſſe : to which I anſwe- 
red, that the King Himſelt had not, but 
others did, in the Kings hearing ; where- 
upon he ſaid, might I but fpeak unto Him (but 
I was never thought werthy to be conſulted with, 
though in matters meerly concerning the affaires 
of my own Country) I would ſupply His wants, 
were they never ſo great, or whatſoever they were; 
whereupon I told his Lord(bip, that if the 
King knew as much, he mighe quickly 
ſpeak with Him : then ſaid the Marqueſle, 
the way to bave Him know ſo much, is to bave 
ſome body to tell Him of it : 1asked his Lord- 
ſhip, if he would give me leave to be the 
informer: he told me he ſpake it to the 
ſame purpoſe ; I haſtened from him, with 
as much fear of being called back againe, 
as I did towards the King, with a long-

ing deſire of giving His Majeſtie ſo good an 
account, of my ſo much doubted em- 
baſlte. | | 

Half going , and halfe running through 

the Gallerie , I was ſtopt in my way , by 
one Lieutenant Collonel Sy7ard, who told 
me, that if ever I had a mind todo My 
Lord Margueſs, and the Gariſon, any good, 
now was the time : for even now , one of 
the Kings Ships, had run her ſelf on 
ground, under the Towne of Chepſtew : 
Calling unto me the Captain of her (one 
Captain Hi!) who related unto me , that 
upan the furrender of Briſtol, he was forced 
to fly into the ſanfuarie, of the Kings 
Quarters, having formerly revolted from 
the Parliament , ( or rather returned to 
her due obedience) telling me, moreover, 
that ſhe was fraught with ſtore of goods , 
and rich commodities, as Sugar, Tobacco, 
Linnen of all fortes, ec. and that the Law 
in ſuch a caſe appropriated the King , ro 
ſuch a part of her lading , which I better 
underſtood then , then I can relate unto 
yoh now , & that ſhe had many fair braſs, 
and iron Guns, in her , with proportion- 
able Ammunicion,uſefull for the Gariſon, 
and thact for a word ſpeaking , I might. 
have all this of che King , for the uſe _ 

| the 


the Gariſon, I (coniidering, that it would 
be nevertheleſle the Kings , for being con- * 
verted to fuch an ule, as alſo the bulineſs 
I was about ) made no doubt , but that I 
ſhould eaſily beg all this for the Marqueſs, 
in Conſideration of the great charges, 
his Lord(bip had been at, in entertaining 
His Majeſtie ſo long : neither was I de- 
ceived , for the King granted it willingly. 

But as to the matter in hand, I told 
His Majeſtie (a part) that I had moved his 
Lord(bip in matter of money , but found 
him a littlediſcouraged, in regard, that 
His Majeftie baving been twice at Ragland , 
a moneth at a time, and thar at neither 
of thoſe times , he ever vouchſafed his 
Lordſhip ſo much honour, as once to call 
him to Councel, though it was in his own 
houſe, and muſt needs be acknowledged , 
to be one who knery the Countrey and the 
Conſtitution of the inhabitants , better 
then any other man , that was about His 
Majeftie, had reaſon to underftand; where- 
fore I told the King , I thought his Lord- 
ſhip lent my motion a detfer ear , then 
he would have done, if his Lordſhip had 
not been thought ſo uſeleſſe a creature: 
and that I perceived his Lordſhip had a de- 
fire to have ſome conference with His Ma- 
: | jclite,

_ , Which bein. obtained, I believed, 
HisMajeſties requeit would be eaſily grant=- 
ed, and his expeCtations anſwered, in a 
higher meaſure, then ic may be His Ma- 
zeſtic did believe. The King ſaid , with- 
all my bart: and as to the other buſinelſic, 
which ſo much troubles my Lord,in troth 
{ have thought it a negle& in Us hereto- 
fore: but the crne reaſon , why I did for- 
bear to do ſo, was, becauſeI thought , my 
Lord of Worceſter , did not defire it ; by 
reaſon of his reticedneſs, unwildine(s of 
body, andunwillingnefſe of mind to ſtir 
abroad ; and therefore I thought it a con- 
tentment.to him, to be letalone. I toid 
his Majcſtie, that I did verily believe , that 
His Majefite was in the right, in both 
reſpe@Qs, both of His Majefties , and his 
Lordſbips: and that if His Majeſtie had 
called him to Councel, I do verily be- 
Jieve , his Lord{hip would have deficed , to 
have been excuſed , but yer he did expe, 
he ſhould have been called: whereupon 
the King ſaid, 1I pray tell my Lord of I/or- 
cefter , that I did not forbear that reſpe& 
unto him , out of any difeſtimation I had, 
either of his wiſedome, or loyaltie , but 
out of ſome reaſons I had to my lelf, 
which indced reflefted as much upon my 
| | Lord, 


Lord, asthey did on me. For had he uſed 
to have come to the Councel board, it 
would haye been ſaid, that I took no o- 
ther Councel , but what was canveighed 
unto me, by Jeſuites, by his Lordſhips 
meanes: and I pray tell him, that that was 
the trace caufe. I told His Majeſtie that I 
would, and that 1 thought it an ecafte mat- 
ter to cauſe him to believe no leſs, but 
withall, I intimated to His Majeſftie, that 
Iknew, the Marqueſs had an earneſt deſire 
to have ſome private Conference with His 
Majeſtie, this night. Which if granted, ir 
might conduce very much to His Majelties 
behoof. The King ſaid , bow can that be? I 
told His Majeſtie , that my Lord had con- 
trived it before his comming to the Caſtle, 
_ and told His Majeftje of the privacie of the 
convieghance, and that therefore hisLord- 
ſhip had appointed that for his Bed-cham- 
ber , and not in the great Tower , which 
was the roome, he moſt eſteemed of 
in all the Caſtle. Hereat His Majcſtie 
ſmiPd, and ſaid, I know my Lords drift , well 
enough : either he meanes to chide.me , or elſe 
to convert me to big Religion. Wheretipon I 
told His Majeſtic : -I doubted not, but that 
His Majeſtie was temptation proof as well 
as he was corretion=-free , arid that he 
| ___ might 
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might retarne Kd nian, he went ; 
baving made a profitable Exchange , of 
gold, and filver , for words and {leepe, at 
which the King ſuddenly replyed : I never 
received any of the Marquels gold , but it was all 
weight , and I would have my words to be ſo with 
bim, which cannot be , becauje I have no time to 
weigh the matter, much leſs the words, that T ſhall 
fpeak concerning it ; I muſt exped to find my 
Lord very well prepared, and all the force that ix 
in argument againſt me. Had I been a ware of it, 
or could ftay,l would bave taker: ſome days labour, 
to have been as hard for my Lord as I could , and 
rot to bavs given him ſuch an extemporarie 
meeting , as both of us muſt be faine to ſteale from 
ſlzep. Sir, ſaid I, I am imployed by you 
both , and I muſt do Your Majeities ſervice 
as I may. This way I can, otherwiſe I 
know-not. I do not think his Lordſhip 
expects diſputation, but audience; what he 
hath to ſay I know not, neither did I 
know, that he had any ſach intention, un* 
till the time that I movy'd his Lordſhip in 
Your Majeſties behalf ; }el,faid the King, 
my Lords deſires are granted', and if be bave any 
ſuch intention, T hope ts it him know, that T will 
xot bs of a Religion , that I am not able to defend 
' againſt any man ; and let me beare from you con= 
cerning, the time and place, So I departed his 
preſence, 
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preſence, giving this pleaſing account unto 
the Marqueſs , who tranſported with joy , 
commanded me to haft unto the King, and 
rcll him, that at eleven of the clocke that 
night he would not faile to attend His 
Majeſtic in ſach a place, whether he had 
given me direction to light His Majeltie, 
which place of meeting was known by the 
name of my Lord Privy-ſeales Chamber, 
who was father to this Marqueſs , and died 
in it , wherefore this Marqueſs would ne- 
ver ſuffer any man to lie in it afterwards, 
or ſcarceany body, ſo much as to come 
into it , which was the reaſon , why this 
Chamber, at this time, was ſo conve- 
niently empty , when all the roomes in 


the Caſtle were more then full. And 


withall his Lordſbip, inſtruted me to at- 
tend near upon the time, in the with-

The time drawing near , that the Domi- 
nicall Letter was to difptite with the gol- 
den Number, I opened the Margneſſes door, 
ſo ſoftly { fearing, to wake the two

taking the leaſt notice of us, ) that the

Yet telling him how the time was come

apprehenſion (if we lookupon them with 
carnall ezes ) vaine and ridiculous , but 
being they are recorded in Scripture , 
which Scripture we hold for truth , we 
admire, but never queition them ; ſo the 
fault may not be in the tradition of the 
Church, but in the libertie , which men 
aſſume to themſelves to queition the tra. 
dition. And T beſeech Tour Majestie, 
to conſtdev the ſtreakes that are arawne 
over the Divine writ , as ſo many. de- 
lenda's by ſuch bold hands as thoſe - the 
Teſtaments were not like the two Tables, 
delivered into the hands of any Moles , 
by the immediate hand of God , neither 
by the Miniſtration of Angels , but mem 

| nſpi- 
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inſpired with the holy Ghoſt writ , whoſe 
writings by the Church were approved to 
be by inſpiration , which inſpirations 
were called Scripture , which Scriptures 
moſt of them as they are now received 
into our hands , were not recetved into 
the Cannon of the Church , all , within 
three hundred years after Christ , why 
may not ſome bold ſpirits call all thoſe 
ſcriptures , (which were afterwards ac- 
knowledged to be Scripture , e werenat 
before) forgeries.Nay have not ſome ſuch 
(asblind as bold) done it already? Saint 
Hier was the firſt that ever pickt a hole 
in the Scriptures , and cut out ſo many 
books out of theword of God, with the 
penknife , of Apoccrypha, Ruffinus 
challengeth him for ſo doing . and tells 
him of the gap, that he hath opened for 
wild beaſts to enter into this field of 
the Church , and tread down all ill corn, 
Jerom gives his reaſons, becauſe they 
were not found in the Originall Copie,(as 
zf the ſame ſpirit which gaveto thoſe, 
whom it did inſpire the diverſities of 
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Fongues , ſhould it (elf be tied to one 
language) but withall he acknowledeeth 
this much of thoſe books , which he had 
thus markt in the forehead, Can onic! 
ſuntad informandos mores , ſed non 
ad confirmandam fidem , how poor 2 
Diitin&ion this is , and how pernitious 
a preſident this was , T leave it to Tour 
Majeſtie,to judge: for after hin Luther 
takes the like boldneſs, and at once takes 
away the three Goſpels, of Mark, Luke, 
and John; Others take away the epiſtle 
: to the Hebrews , others the epiſtle of 
Saint Jade, others the ſecond and third 
epiſtles of Saint Peter, others the epiſile 
of Saint James , others the whole book 
of the Revelation. Wherefore to per- 
mit, what the Church propoſes to be que- 
ſtionable by particmlar men , is to bring 

| down the Church, the Scriptures, and the 
Heavens upon our heads ; there was 4 
Church , before there was a Scripture , 
which Scripture (as to us) had not been

him , as well by word as by writ. Where- 
foreif we will believe no tradition , we 
-1ay.come at laſt to believe no writings.

Marq. If the Church of Chriſt had ſo 
mean efteeme then, as amongſt ſome, 
ſhe hath now, certainly the former books 
received into hev Cannon , would have 
been much prejudiced by the admittance.

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#0ngſt the Natives, neither of Spanie or 
Italy. Shew ue but one Proteſtant 
Countrey in the world , who ever de- 
ſerted the Romane Faith, but they did 
zt by Rebellion , except England, and 
there the King, and the Biſhops were 
the principall reformers : ( I pray God, 
they do not both ſuffer for it. ) Shew me 
but one reformed Church , that is of the 
opinion of an other,ark an Englith Pro- 
teſtant , where was your Religion before 
Luther , and he will tell you of Hus and 
Jerom of Prag - ſearch for their Te- 
rents, and you ſhall find then as far 
different from the Engliſh Proteſtant ,

For I muſk 
confeſſe ingenioully (yet under the higheſt 
correCtion) that there is not a thing that 
I ever underſtood lefs, then that affertion 
of the Scripzures being judge of Contro« 
verſies, though in ſome ſence I muſt, and 
will acknowledge it : but not as it is a 
book conſiſting of papers, words, and let= 
ters; for as we TI ſayin matters, 
2 
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of civil differences , {ol Law ſhall be the 
Judge between us : we do not mean, that 
every man ſhall run unto the Law books , 
or that any Lawyer himſelf ſhall ſearch 
his Law-cates, and thereupon poſſeſs him- 
ſelf of any thing that is in queſtion, be- 
tween hio1 and another, withouc a legall 
trial and determination by lawtfull Judges, 
conſtituted to that. ſame purpoſe ; In like 
manner ſaving knowledge and Divine 
Truths are the portion, that all Gods 
children layes faſt claime nnco : yet they 
muft not be their own carvers , though ic 
is their own meat, that is before them , 
whilſt they have a mother at the table; 
They maſt not ſlight all Orders, Conſti- 
tutions, Appeales and Rules of Faith ! Sa- 
ving knowledge and Divine Truths , are 
not to be wreſted from the Scripture by 
private hands, for then the Scripture 
were of private interpretation : which is 
againſt the Apoitles Rule! neither are 
thoſe undefiled incorruptible and imma- 
calate inheritances, which are reſerved for 
us in heaven, to be conveighed unto us by 
any Privy-ſeales. For there is nothing 
more abſurd , to my underſtanding , then 
to ſay , that the thing conteſted (which is 
the true meaning of the Scriptures ) ſhall 
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be. Judge of che Conteſtation: no way 

inferiour to that abſurditie, which would 
follow, would be this, if we ſhould leave 
the deciding of the ſence ot the words of 
the Law, to the preoccupated underftand= 
ing of one of the Advocates; neither -is 
this all che abſurditie that doth ariſe, up- 
on this Suppoſition: for if you grans 
this to one , you mult grant it to any one, 
and to every one: if there were but two; 
how will you reconcile them both ? If 
you grant that this judicature muſt be in 

many , there are many manyes,, which of 
the manyes will you have ? decide but 
that, and you fatisfie all. For if you 

make the Scripture the Judge of Contro- 

verlie, you make the reader Judge of the 

Scripture : as man conſiſts of a ſoul and 

body , ſo the Scripture conſiſts of the let- 

ter and the ſence, if I make the dead let- 

ter my Judge , Iam the greateſt , and fim- 

pleſt idolater in the world : it will tell 
me no more,then it told the Indian Empe- 

rour Powhaton, who asking the Feluite , 

how he knew all that to be true which he 

had cold him, and the Jeſuice anſwering 

him, that Gods word did tell him ſo. 

The Emperour asked him,, where ic was ? 

he ſhewed him his Bible. The Emperour

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after that he had held- it in his hands a 
prittie while , anſwered, Ic tells me no- 
thing; But you will ſay, you can read. 
and fo you will find the meaning out © 
the ſignificant Character ; and when you 
have done, as you apprehend it, fo it muſt 
be; and ſo the Scripture is nothing elſe 
but your meaning : wherefore neceflitie 
Tequires an external Judge, for determi- 

nation of differences Delides the Scri- 
ptures, And we can have no better re-

| dition. Wherefore though as Saint Chry- 
ſoſtom ſaith : Omnia clara ſunt & piana ex- 
ſcripturis diving : quecunque neceſſaria ſunt , 
maniſefta ſunt ; yet no man ever hath yet 

. defined what are neceſſary , and what nor. 
What points are fundamentall , and what 

| are 
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are not fundamentall. Neceſſary to Sal- 
yation is one thing, and neceſſary for 
knowledge as an improvement of our 
faith is an other thing,for the firk,if a man 
keeps the Commandments, and believes 
all the Articles of the Creed, he may be 
ſfaved,though he never read a word of Scri- 
pture; bur much more aſſuredly if he me« 
dicates upon Gods word with the Pſalmiſt 
day and night. But if he meanes to walk 
by the rule of Gods word, and to fearch 
the Scriptures, he muft lay hold upon 
the means that God hath ordained,where- 
by he may attain unto the true under- 
ſtanding of them ; for as Saint Paul ſaith : 
God bath placed in the Charch Apoſtles, Prophets , 
Evangelifts, Paftors and Doors ., tothe end 
we ſhould be no more little children , 
blowen about wich every wind of Do- 
Qrine, therefore it is not for babes in un- 
derftanding to take upon them to under- 
land thoſe things, wherein ſo great a Pro- 
phet as the Prophet David confeſſed the 
darkneſs of his own Ignorance. And 
though it be true, the Scripture is a river 
through which a Iambe nay wade, and 
an Elephant may ſwim, yet it is tobe ſap- 
poſed and underſtood, that the lambe 
maſt wade but onely through , where the 
river

river is foardable 3 It doth yot fuppoſe 
the river tobe all alike in depth , for ſuch 
a river was never heard. of; but there 
may be places in the river, where the lambe 
may (wim as well as the Elephant , other- 
wiſe it. is inipoſſible that an Elephant 
ſhould ſwim in the ſame depth , where a 
lambe may wade, though in the ſame ri- 
ver he may; neither is it the meaning of 
that place,that the child of God may wade 
through the Scripture without direCions, 
help, or Judges, bur that the meaneſt ca- 
pacitie., qualifed with a harmeleſs inno- 
cence , and deſirous to wade through that 
river of living waters to cternal life , may 
find ſo much of Comfort, and heavenly 
knowledge there eaſily to be obtained,that 
he may eafily wade through to his eternal 
alvation'; and that there arcallſo places 
in the ſame river, wherein the higheſt ſpe- 
culations may plunge themſelves, in the 
deep milteries of God. Wherefore with 
pardon crav'd for my preſumption , in 
bolding Your Majeftie in fo tedious a 
difcourſe,, as alſo, for my boldneſs in ob- 
trading my opinion, which is except (as 
incomparable Hoober in his Eccleſiatticall

hereunto we ſhall be 1o far from agreeitig 
upon the true meaning of the Scripture , 
that the outward letter ſealed with the in- 
ward witneſs of the Spirit (being all here- 
ticks have quoted Scripture and pretenaed 
Spirit ) will not be a warrant fufhcient e- 
nough, tor any private man , to judge fo 
much as the Scripture to be Scripture: or 
the Goſpel it ſelf, to be the Goſpel of 
Chriſt : This Church being found ouc,and 
her Authority allowed of . all controver= 
fies would be ſoon decided, and although 
we altow the Scripture to be the lock, 
upon the door, which is Chriſt , yet we 

_ Tmuſt- allow the Church, to be the Key, 
that muſt open it ; as Saint Ambroſe in his 
38. Sermon calls the agreement of the 
Apoſtles in the Articles of our belicfe , Cla- 
wi Scripture , one of whoſe Articles is, I 
believe the holy Catholick Church. As 
the Ljon, wants neither ſtrength, nor cou- 

rage, nor power , nor weapons , to ſeize 
upon his prey, yet he wants a noſe to find 
It out : wherefore by naturall mſtin& , he 
takes to his aſſiſtants , the little Jack+call. :

Chriſt crucified is the main ſubſtance vf 
the Goſpel according to the Apoſtles ſay- 
ing: I deſire to know nothing , but Feſus, and 
him crucified ; This cruciſted Chriſt is the 
nouriſhment of our ſoules , according to 
our Savieurs own words: Ubi Cadaver , ibt 
aquile. Thereby drawing his Diſciples 
from the curious ſpeculation of his body 
glorihed, to the profitable meditation of 
his body crucified: Ir is the prey of the 
Ele& : the deadCarkes feedeth the Eagles, 
Chriſt crucified, nouriſheth his Saints : ac- 
cording to Saint Fobns ſaying, except we 
eat rhe fleſh of the Son of man , and drink his 
Blond, we have no life inus; him we muſt 
maſtigate, and chew by faith: traje&, and 
convey him into our hearts as nutriment, 
by medication: and digeſt him by Coali- 
tion , whereby we grow one with Chriſt, 
_ and Chriſt becomes one with us, according 
to that ſaying of Tertallian , auditu deveran= 
dus eſt , intelleFu ruminandus , fide digerendus. 

Now for the true underſtanding of the 
Scriptures , which is no other thing, hy 
. | | the 


the findingut of Feſas, and him cracified, 
who is the very lite of the Scriptures: 
which body of Divinitie, is nourifted with 
no other food, andall its vaines hI'd with 
no other bloud : though this heavenly 
food the Scripture have neither force nor 
power to ſeize upon its prey , but is en- 
dued with a lively ſpirit, able to overcome 
the greateſt ignorance , yet there is a quick 
ſented aſliſtant called Eccle/fa, or Church , 
which is derived from a verbe, which figni- 


es to call , which muſt be the Jack-call to 


which this powerfull ſeeker after this prey 
muſt joyn it (elf, or elſe ic will never be 
= tro find it out; and when we are cal- 
ed, we muſt go foberly to work, un- 
till by this meanes we have attained unto 
the true underſtanding and fight thereof, 
and then, let the Lion, Jike the Eagle, Ma- 
ber-ſbalal-haſbbaz(as the Prophet Eſay cap. $- 
v. 3. tells us,) make haſt to the prey, meke ſpeed 
to the ſpoile.
